The Coroner’s Department had a caseload of 9^50 cases for the 
fiscal year 1955-56j which shows an increase of 8l6 over the 
previous year, 

A breakdown of this total is as follows; 


Deaths due to natural causes 5900 
Due to traffic 927 
Due to suicides 753 
Due to homicides 193 
Due to industrial accidents 14-7 
Due to home accidents 94-9 


Of the 927 traffic fatalities 326 were pedestrian, I 36 of 
which were over 65 years of age, 175 of these pedestrian 
deaths occured at an intersection. 

There were 6 OI collision and non-collision accidental deaths 
in motor vehicles, 4-85 of which were over 20 years of age. 

7 persons lost their lives through electric railway accidents 
and 4-2 through steam railway accidents. 

Of the 193 homicides, 114- were in the age group of 20 to 
4-5 years of age, 64- of the homicide deaths were the result 
of altercations. 

Of the 753 suicides, 262 were the result of ill health, 

4-669 autopsies were performed of the 9*+50 cases processed 
by the Coroner during the year, 7984- microscopic examina¬ 
tions were made in the pathological laboratory, 

4-17 Inquests were held during the year.
